Canada’s Hog Market 


Canadian hog raisers have a market. readily 
available for their products IF THEY CAN 
SUPPLY THAT PRODUCT. It is a market the 
possibilities of which have been barely touched. 
Under the Empire Preference Trade Treaties, Can: 

“ada is given a quota of 250 million pounds of 

bacon to fill and produce for the market in Great 

Britain. The best job Canada has done towards 

filling this quota was done last year, when 155 

million pounds of bacon was exported to the 

United Kingdom. 

There is something radically wrong when 
this great expanse which is Canada can fill only 
62 per cent of their orders in a market which is 
already theirs. With so many farmers in Western 
Canada destitute and dependent on the Staté for 
their very existence, it is an odd paradox that 
orders are unfilled year after year. 

It must be taken into consideration that Can- 
ada, while this quota is open for her at the pres- 
ent time, is not filling it, and Canadian bacon is 
still selling in indirect competition with the prod- 
ucts of Denmark and the Scandinavian countries; 
where hog-raising has been developed into a-high- 
ly. specialized intustry:? If, hdwWever,, Canadian 
bacon ‘can prove its worth in the British market 
and hog raisers in this country ¢an meet prices, a 
steady export business will be established and will 
provide a steady market for Canadian.farm prod- 
ucts. 

The trade magazine, “Canadian Business,” 
goes into the matter fully in its latest issue, and 
deals with the issue from all phases. The writer, 
R. A. Wright, who has spent some time in the 
British Isles studying this problem, has drawn up 
eight suggestive points to help Canada take full 
advantage of this large marketing opportunity of 
250 million pounds of bacon annually. 

Mr. Wright states that Canadians should : 

1, Establish the very best type of breeding stock 

in existence. 

2. Develop by. selection 

feeding pigs. 

3. Develop the technique of a feeding practice 

that ‘will give a low cost of production. 

4. Develop a system of distribution of feeding 
stuffs that will allow us to overcome, or at 
least to minimize, the effects of feed scarcities 
as they occur in different areas of Canada 
year by year.

It takes such a little to please most children, 
and really Christmas Day is the children’s day. 
It is the day we commemorate the birth of the 
Christ Child, so it should be a day givén over 
to the children. 

Here, most houses have Christmas trees, but 
there are no children’s parties. In England you 
see few Christmas trees; in our home we only 
had one during the whole of my childhood, but 
from Christmas to New Year there were all sorts 
of chilrden’s parties; and_if we went back to 
school without having seen a pantomime or two, 
and visiting the circus, we felt that we had been 
cheated. We cannot have these things here, ex- 
cept, perhaps, the children’s parties. But the kia- 
dies could make their. own pantomimes at these 
parties—Cinderella, Red Riding Hood and Old 
Mother Hubbard could be made so real, living 
them by acting them, : 

Really, Christmas has become more a day on 
which we all over-eat than anything else. Isn’t 
it extraordinary to realize that our most Christian 
of festivals is founded largely on paganism? The 
mistletoe with which the British delight to deco- 
rate archways and doorways, and which, some- 
how, legalizes any kisses stolen under it, is a sur- 
vival of the old heathen Druid priests of ancient 
Britsih days. 

In olden English times the main dishes, at 
the feast of Yule, were a baron of beef and the 
Christmas pudding sitting in a sheet of flame, 
caused by it beihg covered with brandy and then 
set on fire. The turkey is of more recent’ date, 
and is American in its origin as a Christmas dish. 
Dickens’ “Christmas Tales” give a very complete 
picture of the ol British Christmas customs. 

Here, in Canada, the climate gives us_ the 
greatest chance in the world to have a real “ola- 
fashioned” Christmas. Do you remember last 
Christmas—-the~ frost and the brilliant sunshine? 
Looking out from our windows on the farm, the 
view was bespangled with diamonds. The woven 
wire fence took on the guise of delicate fairy 
lace. The trees were bowed under their load of 
gleaming, setinillating white, diamond-studded, 
and intricately woven from bough’ to bough. Even 
the telephone wires were transformtd into silver 
strands, on which the chickadeés sat and seren- 
aded us. The background, a gloridus blue, which, 
the painters would have us believe, exists only in 
Italy. What a setting for a Christmas!—but un- 
fortunately, some of us have no relatives in this 
country with whom to be re-united at this essen- 
tially family festival. To some, distances and the 
state of the roads form insurmountable obstacles. 
So we have to fall back on presents and cards; 
some of us cannot afford much, but a little 
remembrance gives so much pleasure that it is a 
privilege to give, and, anyway, it is a bit selfish, 
as one gets so much pleasure out of doing up_little 
gifts and plastering them with the attractive seals 
that are so cheap to buy. 

There is a grace in giving and receiving that 
is almost lost; itis so good for a child to get used 
to working and trying to do something for some- 
one else’s Chrisfmas. One scheme that was worked 
out with great success at home was for two 
Christmas Tree Parties to be given: the first a 
week before Christmas, at which more fortunate 
children were encouraged to take cne of their 
own prize toys and fasten it on the empty tree. 
The second was given on the day before Chrust- 
mas, when under-privileged children came and re- 
ceived these gifts from the tree, and were waited 
on and given a dainty tea by the small donors of 
the gifts. There is quite a lesson on citizenship 
in this little ceremony, also quite a test for the 
small one seeing a cherished belonging taken off 
the tree and given to someone else. 

The rural school concerts, with their’ Santa 
Claus, certainly try to keep the feeling of Christ- 
mas for the children. We never believed ip Santa 
Claus in my young days, and I am not sure that! 
we did not lose something an anticipation of his 
advent. It seems a pity, though, that some school 
concerts get so crowded with outsiders that the 
children and their parents*are squashed in a most 
uncomfortable manner. These concerts should be 
primarily for the children and their parents. What 
patience some of our rural teachers have in the 
preparation of these concerts. Such a lot of work 
goes into them. Some people, in fact, think they 
take up too much study time; but these concerts 
do teach the children a lot of what is worth 
while, which does not come within the scope or 
the curriculum—a sense of deportment and public 
spiritedness; learning to declaim in front of a 
number of people, and a sense of loyalty to the 
school, which makes them do their “best”; all this 
is useful to the growing mind. 


Doesn’t it make your heart ache to think, es- 
pecially at this time, that anyone can be cruel to 
little children? Think of the poor little Spanish 
children, and the Chinese children; think of the 
millions of under-privileged children throughout 
the world. Right in Edmonton, a father is allegea 
to have hit his child so violently on the head that 
the poor little thing died. Don’t you think that 
we should treat little children as a very valuable 
trust, and make life as sunny and happy as pos- 
sibe for them? God knows there will be tears 
a-plenty for them when they reach maturity. Is 
there anything more beautiful than the complete 
trust a little child will give you? Let it be our 
hope that we may never betray that trust, for if 
we do, we betray the world, for little ehildren 
are the future builders of the world.

To Investigate Price 
Of Gasoline in Alberta 


An investigation of gasoline 
view to bringing about a substan- 
tial reduction, is to be proposed 
when delegates to the annual 
meeting of the Alberta Motor 
Association assemble at Calgary 
shortly. 

Approval of a resolution of this 
kind for submission to the pro- 
vincial meeting was given at the 


branch and is expected to receive 
endorsement from other parts of 
the province. 

Report of the Macdonald com- 
mission. in ./British Columbia, 
which found that gasoline could 
be sold for 18 cents per gallon 
in that provinee, has spurred Al- 
berta motor clubs to fresh action 
on this question. 

One speaker at the Edmonton 
motor club meeting decared that 
he had bought top grade gaso- 
line in Vancouver for 23 cents 
per gallon, He was confident Al- 
berta prices were out of line and 
should be brought down. 

The A.M.A. has on several occa- 
sions taken up the question of

UNUSUAL BARRIERS OFTEN 


BEser oi. inpustry|Urge Reduction Of 


The enterprise of industry in 
seeking economies for its own 
operation is often beset by un- 
usual barriers, 

Because the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana announced its 
intention to build a pipeline, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
of the United States, on applica- 
tion of the railways, has author- 
ized a slash of almost 50 per cent 
in railway fregiht rates from 
Sunerior. Wis.,. to Minneapolis 
and St. Paul, Minn. 

The rate cut granted was from 
17.5 cents per 100 pounds to 9 
cents per 100 pounds, without 
corresponding reduction to inter- 
mediate points. Standard of In- 
diana hauls gasoline from_ its 
Whiting, Ind., refinery to Super- 
ior in its own tankers. At Super- 
ior it has Jarge storage facilities, 
from which it distribtues gasoline 
and other petroleum products in 
the northwest. 

Recently it decided it would be 
more economical to distribute to 
much of this territory by moving 
the commodity by pipeline to a 
central point and by rail and 
other.means beyond. 

The rail carriers resisted build- 
ing of the pipeline. During 1935 
they said, they carried 5,041,000 
gallons of gasoline from Super- 
ior to. destinations in the north- 
west, about one-third to Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul. For this 


Auto License Rates 


Reduction of motor car license 
fees in this province was urged 
in a resolution passed by the Ed- 
monton branch of the Alberta 
Motor Association recently. 

When the subject was under 
discussion, it was contended that 
the increase in gasoline tax in this 
province was out of all propor- 
tion to the reduction in car li- 
censes. For that reason, the gov- 
ernment was urged to give great- 
er relief in the form of lower car 
licenses. 

While no objection was ex- 
pressed to a license for license or 
regulatory purposes, strong pro- 
test was expressed against this 
levy being made upon motorists 
solely for revenue purposes, when 
the gasoline tax had been created 
largely for such purposes, 

Attention has also been drawn 
to the province of Ontario, where 
.ahstantial reductions were made 
this year in motor car and truck 
prices, resulting in large savings 
to car owners. 

Also, it is recalled that various 
conventions of provincial organi- 
zations have passed _ resoutions 
calling upon the government to 
reduce car license fees.

Trees For Farmers 
Available From Govt. 


With reference to the very im- 
portant function of tree planting 
in Alberta, it was learned in an 
interview given recently by the 
Hon. N. E., Tanner, Minister of 
Lands and Mines, that certain 
species of trees are available to 
farmers for transplanting in ex- 
isting bluffs and the extension of 
windbreaks. These trees may be 
secured on apovlication to the 
Forestry Division of the Depart- 


The principal object in view, 
Mr. Tanner stated, was to provide 
transplants of the more durable 
species for planting in nuatural 
bluffs, shelterbreaks and wind- 
breaks. A number of the native 
varicties now found in existing 
bluffs are not as durable as de- 
sired and the introduction of ex- 
otic species will give the desired 
longer life to these bluffs. Neces- 
sary protection will be given also 


to the existing trees in providing Mathieson. 


shade, thus ensyring a_ healthy 
and more permanent growth. 

Lodgepole Trees Available 

The Minister also stated that 
there is available for planting in 
the spring of 1938 a large quan- 
tity of lodgepole pine, green ash 
und nordman fur, and a limited 
quantity of white spruce and elm. 
There is also a considerable num- 
ber of bur and red oak available 
for distribution. The province 
has been experimenting with 
these two latter species for sev- 
cral years, and it is found that 
they can be successfully grown in 
Alberta. 

To avoid any possible confu- 
sion, application forms should be 
secured from the Director of 
Forestry, Department of Lands 
and Mines, Edmonton. These 
forms should be properly filled 
out as to quantity and species de- 
sired, and should be returned to 
the Department not later than the 
end of the present year for trees 
for planting in the spring of 
the year 1938,

Broadcast Speech Made By Gray 
Threatens Disruption of Alberta 
Anti-Aberhart Unity Movement 


By T. B. WINDROSS 


EDMONTON—Premier Aber- 
hart and the Alberta. govern- 
ment had two great pieces of 
good fortune last week. 


One lay in the fact that the 
Premier was able to visit his 
own constituency of Okotoks- 
High River without finding 
himself the centre of -a hostile 
demonstration by his constitu- 
ents, betrayed by the sudden 
strategic repeal of the Recall 
act a few weeks ago, when 
they were about to unseat him. 
He talked to only the faithful 
Social Crediters in his riding. 
The other good fortune was the 

greatest piece of luck Mr. Aber- 
hart has had since he became pre- 
mier more than 27 months ago— 
the threatened disruption of the 
plans for united opposition 
against him by political groups 
not of the Social Credit persua- 
sion. 

E: L. Gray, provincial Liberal 
leader, exploded a bomb under 
the anti-Aberhart. united opposi- 
tion plan when, from Calgary, he 
broadcast a condemnation of the 
People’s League and of Conserva- 
tive Party Leader D. H. Duggan. 
He claimed that both groups had 
selfish motives in talking unity; 
that the People’s League was 
being financed, at least in part, 
by eastern finance, and being dic- 
tated to by. eastern: politicians; 
that Mr. Duggan was more eager 
for the destruction-of the Liberal 
party than of the Social Credit 
party in the province. 

Mr. Duggan Replies 

Mr. Duggan replied in an even- 
tempered, deliberate radio speech, 
reminding Mr. Gray and the elec- 
torate at large that the situation 
in the province is now. critical. 
Too criteal, he said, to justify 
any petty inter-party jealousies 
or personal squabbies, or any re- 
flection on personal motives. But
